77?e proposed independent claim 27 comprises different scope as the allowed independent claim 22 and is subject to a 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejection. Specifically, claim 27 line 12, the limitation of, "the conversion engine" lacks 
antecedent basis and at least for that reason changes the scope of the claim. Proposed dependent claims 28-31 depend 
from claim 27 and at least comprise the deficiencies of their parent claim 27. As such, Examiner respectfully submits that 
the proposed claims 27-31 are not entered as further search and consideration would be required. 

Regarding claim 26, the change of "the instances" to "the instance" is accepted because it clarifies the scope of the claimed 
invention. Thus, claims 22-26 are accepted and claims 27-31 are not entered. 
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
